Such documents shall include, but not be22

limited to, any valid Nebraska operator’s license or Nebraska state23

identification card, a valid operator’s license or identification24

card from another state or jurisdiction of the United States, a25

certified birth certificate, a valid United States passport, or26

any other United States-based identification as approved by the27
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director.1

(ii) Any individual under the age of eighteen years2

applying for an operator’s license or a state identification card3

shall provide a certified copy of his or her birth certificate4

or, if such individual is unable to provide a certified copy of5

(ii) Any individual under the age of eighteen years26

his or her birth certificate, other reliable proof of his or her3

identity and age, as required in subdivision (2)(f)(i) of this4

section, accompanied by a certification signed by a parent or5

guardian explaining the inability to produce a copy of such birth6

certificate.

(g) (h) No person shall be a holder of an operator’s18

license and a state identification card at the same time.19

Sec. 4. (1) An operator’s license or a state20

identification card shall include a notation of the word "veteran"21

on the front of the license or card as directed by the department22

if the individual applying for such license or card is eligible for23

the license or card and (a) has served on active duty in the armed24

forces of the United States, other than active duty for training,25

and was discharged or otherwise separated with a characterization26

of honorable or general (under honorable conditions) from such27
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service, (b) registers with the Department of Veterans’ Affairs1

pursuant to section 6 of this act as verification of such service,2

and (c) indicates on the application under section 60-484 his or3

her wish to include such notation on his or her license or card.4

(2) The Department of Motor Vehicles shall consult the5

registry established pursuant to section 6 of this act before6

placing the notation of the word "veteran" on the operator’s7

license or state identification card issued to the applicant.8

Such notation shall not be authorized unless the registry9

verifies the applicant’s eligibility. If the Director of Motor10

Vehicles discovers evidence of fraud in an application under this11

section, the director may summarily cancel the license or state12

identification card and send notice of the cancellation to the13

licensee or cardholder. If the Department of Motor Vehicles has14

information that an individual is no longer eligible for the15

notation, the department may summarily cancel the license and16

send notice of the cancellation to the licensee or cardholder.17

The notation shall not be restored until the Department of Motor18

Vehicles subsequently verifies the applicant’s eligibility by19

consulting the registry of the Department of Veterans’ Affairs.20

(3) The notation authorized in subsection (1) of this21

section shall continue to be included on the license or card upon22

renewal of such license or card if the licensee or cardholder, at23

the time of renewal, indicates the desire to include the notation.24

(4) An individual may obtain a replacement operator’s25

license or state identification card to add or remove the notation26

authorized in subsection (1) of this section by applying to the27
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Department of Motor Vehicles for such replacement license or1

card and, if adding the notation, by meeting the requirements2

of subsection (1) of this section. The fee for such replacement3

license or card shall be the fee provided in section 60-4,115.4

Sec. 5. Section 60-4,117, Revised Statutes Cumulative5

Supplement, 2012, is amended to read:6

60-4,117 (1) Upon presentation of an issuance certificate7

for an operator’s license or state identification card issued by8

department personnel to the applicant, the county treasurer shall9

collect the applicable fee and surcharge as prescribed in section10

60-4,115 and issue a receipt which is valid for up to thirty days.11

If there is cause for an operator’s license to be issued, the12

receipt shall also authorize driving privileges for such thirty-day13

period. The license or card shall be delivered as provided in14

section 60-4,113.15

(2) The operator’s license and state identification card16

shall be in a form prescribed by the department. The license and17

card may include security features prescribed by the department.18

The license and card shall be conspicuously marked Nebraska19

Operator’s License or Nebraska Identification Card, shall be,20

to the maximum extent practicable, tamper and forgery proof, and21

shall include the following information:22

(a) The full legal name and principal residence address23

of the holder;24

(b) The holder’s full facial digital image;25

(c) A physical description of the holder, including26

gender, height, weight, and eye and hair colors;27
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(d) The holder’s date of birth;1

(e) The holder’s signature;2

(f) The class of motor vehicle which the holder3

is authorized to operate and any applicable endorsements or4

restrictions;5

(g) The issuance and expiration date of the license or6

card;7

(h) The organ and tissue donation information specified8

in section 60-494; and9

(i) A notation of the word "veteran" as provided in10

section 4 of this act; and11

(i) (j) Such other marks and information as the director12

may determine.13

(3) Each operator’s license and state identification card14

shall contain the following encoded, machine-readable information:15

The holder’s full legal name; date of birth; gender; race or16

ethnicity; document issue date; document expiration date; principal17

residence address; unique identification number; revision date;18

inventory control number; and state of issuance.19

Sec. 6. (1) The Department of Veterans’ Affairs shall20

create and maintain a registry of residents of Nebraska who meet21

the requirements of subsection (1) of section 4 of this act. The22

Department of Veterans’ Affairs may adopt and promulgate rules23

and regulations governing the establishment and maintenance of the24

registry. The registry may be used to assist the department in25

carrying out the duties of the department and shall provide for26

the collection of sufficient information to identify an individual27
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who qualifies for a notation of "veteran" on his or her operator’s1

license or state identification card issued by the Department2

of Motor Vehicles. The registry may include information such as3

identifying information on an individual, an individual’s records4

on active duty in the armed forces of the United States, or an5

individual’s status of active duty, retired, discharged, or other.6

(2) Any resident of Nebraska who meets the requirements7

of subsection (1) of section 4 of this act shall register with the8

Department of Veterans’ Affairs using the registry created by this9

section before being eligible for a notation of "veteran" on his or10

her operator’s license or state identification card issued by the11

Department of Motor Vehicles. No person shall be deemed eligible12

until his or her status has been verified on the registry.13

(3) The Department of Motor Vehicles may adopt and14

promulgate rules and regulations governing use of the registry15

of the Department of Veterans’ Affairs for determination of16

eligibility for the notation of "veteran" on operators’ licenses17

and state identification cards.18

Sec. 7. Sections 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 8 of this act become19

operative on July 1, 2014. The other sections of this act become20

operative on their effective date.21

Sec. 8. Original sections 60-462, 60-479, 60-484,22

and 60-4,117, Revised Statutes Cumulative Supplement, 2012, are23

repealed.24
